FIGHTING IN - 
YONGWOL 


Tokyo, Jan. 24. 

Allied forces fought in the streets of Yongwol 
on Tuesday with Korean Communists who are 
trying to turn the east end of the United Nations 
defence line in barren Central Korea. 

While ground action along the rest of the 
front dropped off to its lowest' point in several 
weeks, 33 US Thunderjets tangled with 18 to 28 
Russian made jets in what the Air Force labelled 


history’s greatest jet air battle. 

Without being touched by an. enemy bullet, the 
Thunderjets shot dowm at least four Red MIG-15s in a 
30-minute melee over northwest Korea’s Yalu River boun- 
dary. One more MIG was probably destroyed and four 
others were damaged.

Washington, Jan. 23. 

General Hoyt Vandenbers, 
Air Force Chief of Staff, said 
today he was confident that 
Major General Emmett O'Don- 
nell did not urge the use of the 
atomic bomb against the 
Chinese Communists. . 

Gen. Vandenberg cleared Gen. 
O'Donnell: after en informal in- 
vestization of published reports 
which quoted Gen. O'Donnell 
os saying that the United Na- 
tions should hit the Chinese 
with every weapon, even in- 
cluding the atomic bomb. 

In a letter dated today ad- 
dressed to Gen. O'Donnell, 
Gen. Vandenberg said, “Publish- 
ed reports quoting you as 
urging the immediate use of 


the atom bomb on Communist. 


China -have caused considerable 
concern to -the Air Force. 
After a personal investigation 
Il am now confident that your 
remarks did not urge that 
course of action.

Kim said that tho ‘troops 
never lit fires for fear of ob- 
servation from the air, 

AIRCRAFT FEAR 

He said: “Tho . aeroplanes 
worry us most, As soon as we 
hear them coming we run and 
hide. I have scen your jeliicd 
gasoline bombs landing among 
troops, It is a horrible and fear- 
some sight. . 

“Some of our men are brave 
and do not hide from the aero- 
planes,’ but they get Keilied sure 
enough,” 

He said he had not. secn a 
Chinese Communist soldier 
since ho was in Manchuria late 
in November. ~ 

Asked why he hated the 
Chinese Communists, Kim could 
not: give a definite answer, 

‘We just hate them. We ai- 
ways have nationally. We do 
not mind the Japanese 50 much 
in comparison. We like the 
Russians. They look just like 
your United Nations forces. We 
have no particular dislike of 
Americans or English either.”

Sergeant Kim was wandering 
through it when he heard a 
voice shout to him: “Come on 
over, we ore North Koreans.” 

When Kim went over to the 
men in ¢he trenches, he was 
captured by the American 
patrol. He said he was lucky 
to be captured because as soon 
as the fog lifted American 
fighter alreraft came over and 
dropped jollied gasoline bombs 
on the remainder of his com- 
pany, killing 50 of them. 

Kim sald ‘that the constant 
fear of air attack and shelling 
played on the norves _of the 
North Korean troops—Reuter. 

CRITICISM OF TACTICS 


Kim said that the American 
troops otstwitted one sqttnd: of 
North Korean infiltrators at 
their own game. He explained 
how they had infiltrated, by 
following a trail defined by 
straw symbols dropped in the 
snow by pioneer scouts. 

Bach. squad followed its own 
symbols — perhaps o  etraw 
figure cight or a circle. 

An American patrol, finding 
a trall’ of straw symbols, re- 
placed them along 2 different 
ir:i: lacding into a carefully 
prepared ambush, 

Kim had only one main 
criticism of the United Nations 
forces’ tuctics. “They let us 
move around in the hills, They 
keep to the roads all the time. 
If they played the guerilla 
tactics more then we would 
not have a chance.”—Reuter.

Peking Radio reported to- 
night that China's grain out- 
put in 1950 was 10.1 million 
tons more than the 1949 
harvest. The total was 130 
million tons — sufficient ‘for 
every’ man, woman and child 
in the ‘coun! : 

The Radio said thot Shaong- 
hail, Canton and other congtal 
cites, which used to depend 
partinily on imported — rice, 
would be adequately supplied 
from home stocks. 

The cotton crop also rose 
by 260,000 tons in comparison 
with 1049. This was. 20 per 
cent better than the’ pre-war 
annual average and was enough 
to keep spindles working all 
year, the broadcast sald. 

“Last year’s harvest means 
much to China’s young ~ in- 
dustry, providing it with a 
home market never previoualy ~ 
iknown"”, the broadcast con- 
tinued. 

“Peasants have never bought 
such: quantities of manufac- 
tured goods os now.

Washington, Jan. 23. 

President Truman today 
-ereated ao Federal Commis- 
sion on internal security and 
individual rights to deter- 
mine how national security 
can be protected without in- 
fringing on civil freedoms. 

The nine-member Commis- 
sion will be headed by Ad~ 
miral Chester Nimitz, World 
War II naval hero and former 
Chief of Naval Operations, 

The President eald the group 
would make a “thorough 
‘examination of laws, practices 
and procedures concerning the 
protection of our nation agalnst 
treason, espionage, sabotage and 
other subversive activities’. 

“Tho study ; will take into 
considerntion the rights of in- 
dividuals in on effort to seck 
the wisest balance that can be 
struck between security and 
freedom. 


HARM FROM WRONG 


“The mission will bo con- 
eldering all tho aspects of the 
question of how this nation can 
best deal with the problem of 
protecting its internal security 
and at the same time maintain 
the freedom of its citizens. It 
will consider the harm that 
comes from the wrong kind of 
action as well as the good that 
comes from the right kind of 


uetion,”” 

The President directed the 
Commission to recommend to 
him any changes In existing 
laws, practices and procedures 
which it deems necessary to 
achieve its goal, The President 
noted that the United States 
was taking vigorous action 
abroad to combit the expansion | 
of “Communist imperialism" 
and added that a similar effort 
was needed on the home front 
“to protect our system of gov- 
ernment against unconstitutional 
attacks and preserve our 
national security against 
treason, espionage, sabotage and 
other subversive acts designed 
to weaken or overthrow our 
xovernment,”--United Press,
